NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8A of the 
National Hi^ways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with rule 3 of the National Highways 
(Collection of Fees by any Person for the use of Section of National Highways/ permanent 
bridge/temporary bridge on National Highways), Rules 1997, the Central Government, 
having regard to the expenditure involved in building, maintenance, management and 
operation of the said Section of the National Highways, interest on the capital invested, 
reasonable return, the volume of traffic and the period of such agreement entered into 
between the Authority and the said Concessionaire, hereby notifies that there will be levied 
and collected fees on mechanical vehicles for the use of the said Section starting from 
Km.5.000 to Km.26.987 (A1 to E Section), from Km.0.000 to Km.4.400 (D-G Section) of 
National Highway No. 4B and from Km. 106.000 to Km.109.500 ofNational Hi^way No. 4 
in the State of Maharashtra at the rate specified in the Schedule below, and authorises the said 
Concessionaire to collect and retain the fees on and from the date of commercial operation or 
the date of publication of this notification in the official Gazette, whichever is later and till 
the date of termination of the said agreement.

106.000 to 
Km.109.500 ofNational Highway No. 4 in the State of Maharashtra begins \\*ich shall 
be the date on which fire Independent Consultant issues the Completion certificate or the 
Provisional Certificate as the case may be, upon completion of the Project Highway, in 
accordance with the provisions of the agreement entered into between the Authority and 
the Concessionaire; 

(iii) “date of termination” means the date on which agreement entered into between the 
Authority and the Concessionaire, expires or is terminated by Termination Notice; 

(iv) “WPF’ means the wholesale price index published by the Ministry of hidustry, 
Government of India and shall include any index, which substitutes the WPI. 

(v) words and expressions used in this notification but not defined but defined in the 
agreement entered into between the Authority and the Concessionaire in respect of

The actual fees to be charged shall be rounded off to the nearest five rupee. 

2. The road user will pay the actual fee at the first plaza and will provide only proof of 
such payment in the subsequent plaza. 


3. The concessionaire in consultation and with prior approval of Authority, may work 
out one or more schemes for collection of fees from bonafide local residents at special rates. 

4. The following types of vehicles shall be exempted from the fee specified above in the 
Schedule, namely 


(i) vehicles- 




(A) having “VIP” symbols; or officially belonging to - 

(a) President of India; 

(b) Vice President of India; 

(c) Governor of a state or Lt. Governor of a Union Territoiy; 

(d) A Foreign Dignitaiy on State visit to India; 

(e) A Foreign diplomat stationed in India using cars with “CD”/ “CC” number 
plates; 

(f) Chairman of Rajya Sabha or Speaker of Lok Sabha or Chairman of a State 
Legislative Council or Speaker of a State Legislative Assembly or a Minister for the 
Union or State, or Leaders of Opposition in Lok Sabha or Rajya Sabha or State 
Legislatures having the status of Cabinet Minister, if he is sitting in the vehicle; or 

(g) A Members of Parliament, or a Members of Legislative Assembly of a State or 
a Member of Legislative Council of a State, in the respective State, if he produces 
his identity card issued by the Parliament or concerned Legislature of a State, as the 
case may be; 

(B) belonging to winner of Gallantry awards such as Param Vir Chakra, Ashok Chakra, 
Maha Vir Chakra, Kirti Chakra, Vir Chakra and Shaurya Chakra, if such awardee 
produces his photo identity card duly authenticated by the Conqjetent Authority for such 
award.

5. The rates of fees, the categories of vehicles exempted from payment of fee and 
the name, address and telephone number of the Concessionaire, to whom conqilaints, if 
any, should be addressed, shall be conspicuously and prominently displayed 500 meters 
ahead of the toll booths, 100 meters ahead of the toll booths and at the toll booths also, 
the height of the display boards and size of letters being such that it is easy for drivers to 
read the display boards. 

6. The Concessionaire shall publish substance of this notification in two local 
newspi^rs (one of which shall be in vernacular language), v^diich shall also state the 
commercial operation date as per the provisions of this notification, at least ten days prior 
to the commercial operation date. Such substance shall also be rep^ed every year, ten 
days prior to giving effect to revised fees as pCT this notification. 

7. The actual fees to be charged to users will be confuted by the Concessionaire and 
sent to the Authority for validation as soon as possible after Nfrirch 31 every year, but at 
least 45 days before the rate increase is to be effective. The Authority shall provide any 
comments or request clarifications as soon as possible upon receipt of the fee revision 
proposal but not later than 15 days of recent of the fee revision proposal. If the 
Authority does not offor comments or seek clarifications during this period, the revised 
fee, as proposed by the Concessionaire, shall be deemed to have been confirmed by the 
Authority.
